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CBA to 
host virtual 
business 
competition 


Student teams from 
around the world 
will compete against 
each other.

Twenty-nine teams from around the 
world, including two from Cal State 
Long Beach, will compete in a virtual 
world to test their abilities at manag- 
ing a business. 

For the third year running, the Col- 
lege of Business Administration at 
CSULB will host the 49th Annual In- 
ternational Collegiate Business Strat- 
egy Competition (ICBSC), according 
to the competition’s Administrative 
Director Annette Lohman. 

This year, an undergraduate team 
and a team from the Master of Busi- 
ness Administration program. will 
represent_CSULB._in the .competition,- 
according to Lohman. 

The competition aims to provide 
students with hands-on experience at 
managing a business, Lohman said. Ac- 
cording to Lohman, the ICBSC teach- 
es students to utilize what they have 
learned in textbooks and allows them to 
apply it in real world business scenarios. 

“Tt really extends the classroom,” 
Dean of the CBA Michael Solt said. “Un- 
less they are able to apply it, they won't 
get the maximum learning from it.” 

For the competition’s 49th year, the 
29 teams have been divided into six 
virtual worlds, according to Lohman. 
Undergraduates and MBA students 
will compete in separate worlds, with 
the six worlds producing six-winners. 

Within the virtual worlds, each 
team will manage a company with two

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Fall 2013 
initial unit 
cap rises to 
14 units 


The increase is 
intended to help 
students gain access 
to more courses.

The initial unit cap for class regis- 
tration will increase from 13 units to 
14 for fall 2013, according to Associate 
Vice President of Undergraduate Stud- 
ies Lynn Mahoney. 

Like past semesters, the registration 
process will happen in two rounds. How- 
ever, instead of registering for a maxi- 
mum of 13 units in round one — like last 
semester — students will be able to regis- 
ter for 14 units for the fall, Mahoney said. 

The first round of registration will 
take place from April 8 to April 24, 
during which time students will be 
able to register.depending on their in- 
dividual registration dates. In round 
two, which may start anytime from 
June 29 to August 2, students will be 
able to register for up to 18 units after 
all students finish round one. 

Mahoney said that increasing the 
unit cap would provide access to 
courses to all students: 

“Any major that has four-unit cours- 
es, those students could only register for 
three classes, and any liberal arts stu- 
dent could register. for four [classes],” 
Mahoney said. “Fourteen [units] enable 
everybody to get into four classes.” 

For many students, like junior ma- 
rine biology major Jordan Nguyen, the 
unit cap increase is helpful. 

“T personally think it’s a good idea, 
because for me last semester, when I 
was trying to get classes, one class that

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ASI executive candidates to discuss 
platforms, policy in debate on Monday

Students confused or intrigued by 
campaign signs for this year’s Associ- 
ated Students Inc. candidates can at- 
tend the third annual ASI Executive 
Candidates Debate on Monday, where 
candidates will face off head-to-head 
and answer questions tailored to their 
platforms. 

The debate will take place in the 
USU ballrooms from 12 to 2 p.m. and 
will be moderated by the Daily 49er. 
All presidential, vice presidential and 
treasurer candidates have agreed to 
participate in the debate. 

The debate will provide candidates 
with a neutral forum where they can 
explain their qualifications and lay out 
their plans for office, should they be 
elected. 

A set amount of time will be allotted 
for all three positions: treasurer candi- 
dates will have 10 minutes, vice presi- 
dential candidates will have 20 minutes 
and presidential candidates will have 
30 minutes. & 

After asked a question, candidates 
will have 30 seconds to respond. Fol- 
lowing each response, other candidates 
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ASI presidential candidates attend the 2012 debate. 


will have 30 seconds for rebuttal or re- 
sponse. 

Vice presidential candidate Deshe 
Gully said that while some students 
feel campaign signs and multimedia 
campaigns provide enough information 
to make an informed vote, the in-per- 
son evaluation provided by the debate 
is necessary to fully understand what 
each candidate stands for. 

“Students need that personal inter- 
action to understand what the candi- 
date is all about and what they repre- 
sent,” he said. “At the end of the day, 
the students elect us, and they are the 
ones we’re working for. It’s important 
for students to go to the debate, so they 
can see who they are entrusting with 
the job and who will fight for their

Treasurer candidate Agatha Gucyski 
said that the debate not only informs 
students about the candidates but also 
allows them to better understand each 
position’s role. 

“T think a lot of students don’t un- 
derstand what the [treasurer] is about 
because it’s so technical,” she said. “I 
think the debate really shines a light on 
what the treasurer is in charge of and 
really allows the treasurer candidate to 
explain what they will focus on in their 
term.” ee 

Gucyski said that being asked tough 
questions will allow her and other can- ’ 
didates to show how they’ve prepared 
for their desired positions and why they 
believe they are best suited for the jobs.

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LBT to celebrate 50 years of service 


Long Beach Transit 
will host an 
anniversary event on 
Friday.

After 50 years of ensuring that its 
passengers get where they need to be 
on time, Long Beach Transit is taking 
a break to celebrate its anniversary and 
those who ride with them. 

On Friday, LBT will be celebrat- 
ing its 50th anniversary in Downtown 
Long Beach at Promenade Park, from 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m. The event will honor 
the history of the transit, its progress 
and the people it has affected over the 
last 50 years. 

According to LBT Marketing Man- 
ager and Cal State Long Beach alumnus 
Kevin Lee, since it’s birth in 1963, LBT’s 
ridership has grown more quickly than the 
Long Beach population itself. More than 
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Thirty-six Long Beach Transit Routes pass through CSULB. 


28 million people a year use the transit. 
Students have contributed hugely to 
the expansion of the transit, accord- 
ing to Lee. One of the biggest changes 
in the last 50 years is ridership from 
CSULB, which Lee said was the major 


influence for the U-Pass program that 
started in 2008. Under the program, 
students can ride LBT buses for free. 

“We had to change our entire sys- 
tem to accommodate the students at 
CSULB,” Lee said. 


Since the debut of the program, the 
number of daily student riders swelled 
from 1,200 to 10,000, which makes up 
11.4 percent of the 88,000 total riders 
on an average weekday. 

Today, nine of LBT’s 36 routes pass 
through campus. 

Lee said that the pioneer U-Pass pro- 
gram started out as a trial, and was seen to 
be such a success that LBT has launched 
other programs to make the transit more 
accessible all over the community. 

“The [anniversary] event is a ‘thank 
you’ to our customers,” Lee said. “We 
have been moving people around the 
community, to work, to school, to the 
beach, for 50 years ... the only reason 
why we do this is because we have cus- 
tomers ... this is something that we can 
give back to the community.” 

The event is an opportunity for the 
public to learn about the transportation 
company’s transformation over the last 
five decades through displays of memo- 
rabilia and addresses from keynote 
speakers, such as President CEO Lau- 
rence W. Jackson and Board Chair Bar- 
bara Sullivan George, Lee said. Mu- 
sic will be played, light refreshments 
served and each attendee will receive a 
free bus pass holder with the 50th an- 
niversary logo.

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writer that people would look up to and 
respect,” John Naitoh said. “He didn’t 
just want to write something average. 
He wanted to write something spec- 
tacular, and he felt that if he couldn’t 
do that, he shouldn’t do anything at all.” 

According to his father, Richard Nai- 
toh was an artist, a photographer and 
an-avid reader. He enjoyed books by 
authors such as Arthur C. Clarke and 
Stephen Hawking. : 

“I think he was always a reader be- 
cause he was afraid of extending him- 
self to others and was afraid of reveal- 
ing himself, and so he just had an inner 
life with books,” John Naitoh said. “He 
was so shy; he pretty much kept to him- 
self.” 

John Naitoh said while counseling 
and anti-depressants didn’t do much to 
help Richard Naitoh, his classes at Cal 
State Long Beach did. 

“He looked forward to his literature 
and English classes,” John Naitoh said. 
“The instruction and the interactions 
with his professors, for a while, was the 
only thing he looked forward to each 


ee a 


day.” 

English professor Neil Hultgren said 
Richard Naitoh was a promising stu- 
dent who, in spite of his shyness, voiced 
his opinions and actively participated 
in his classes. 

“He was definitely willing to speak 
up in class, and the comments he made 
were good,” Hultgren said. “[Even 
though] it’s a pretty big class, around 43 
people, a lot of the students knew who 
he was and had listened to his com- 
ments.” 

English professor Elyse Blankley 
said Richard Naitoh was so engaged 
and interested in what he was learning 
that he would often walk out with Blan- 
kley at the end of class, still continuing 
the class discussion. 

“You never know what.people have 
got under the surface, but superficially, 
he seemed to be an enormously life- 
filled guy,” Blankley said. “[He was] 
engaged, smart, with a tremendous 
amount to give and with a fierce inter- 
est in the world around him.” 

Beyond his love for writing, Richard 
Naitoh also had an immense apprecia- 
tion for nature, his father said. 

“He loved nature, and he thought that 
the natural world was more pretty than 


anything we could build,” John Naitoh 
said. “He didn’t like what our world 
was turning into, which is just this ur- 
ban landscape.” 

According to John Naitoh, Richard 
Naitoh also enjoyed camping, fishing 
and hiking. Every spring break for the 
past five years, he and a small group of 
friends from his former high school, La 
Jolla High School, would go hiking at 
Catalina. 

William Giammona, who first met 
Richard Naitoh during his freshman 
year of high school, said via email that 
one of the things that stood out about 
Richard Naitoh was his supportive na- 
ture. 

“When other friends told me to quit 
because I wasn’t good enough, Ricky 
[Richard Naitoh] supported me and 
encouraged. me to keep persevering,” 
Giammona said. “He was very de- 
pressed but was always willing to listen 
to others’ problems so that they would 
not feel like he felt.” 

According to John Naitoh, his son 
also had a great love for music. His fa- 
vorite bands were The White Stripes, 
Green Day and above all else, Pink 
Floyd. 

“He introduced me to Pink Floyd,” 


John Naitoh said. “He kept playing [the 
Pink Floyd album] ‘Dark Side of the 
Moon’ over and over again. If he were 
trapped on an island, that would be the 
album he would listen to over and over.” 

Richard Naitoh also taught himself 
to play the guitar and ukulele. He would 
often sit at home and play guitar for 
hours at a time, his father said. 

“He always wanted to learn some- 
thing new and different,” John Naitoh 
said. - 

Richard is survived by his father, 
John Naitoh; mother, Becky Zeiner; sis- 
ters, Sarah and Emily; and his brother, 
Steve. 

A memorial service for Richard Nai- 
toh will be held on the Gazebo lawn of 
the San Diego Botanic Gardens at 11 
a.m. on March 23 

“We took him there since he was a 
little kid, and he just loved the gardens 
up there,” John Naitoh said. “It’s a nice 
place to walk around and see nature and 
hike ... it’s a place he would appreciate.” 

The Naitoh family has requested 
donations be made to the English de- 
partment at CSULB or to the American 
Foundation for Suicide Prevention, in 
lieu of gifts or flowers. The memorial 
attendance is open to all. 
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years of pre-existing history. Teams 
will make. quarterly decisions and 
transmit them to a host computer 
over a simulated timeframe of five 
years, Lohman said. 

According to Solt, every decision 
made has a consequence. Teams 
within a world can affect each oth- 
er’s success. 

“It’s a pretty real experience,” 
Solt said. 

With schools from England, 
China and Canada all participating, 
Lohman said the competition could 
be an intense one. 

“T think the students will tell you 
it’s pretty competitive,’ Lohman 
said. “People would be surprised at 
how well CSUs do.” 

CSULB has a history of suc- 
cess in the competition, with its 
teams obtaining various first place 
trophies in their respective virtual 
worlds, Lohman said. 

According to Lohman, the win- 
ners of each world will be judged 
on two major factors: financial per- 
formance, such as total income and 
equity produced, and qualitative 
performance, such as written finan- 
cial reports, strategic business plans 
and the final presentations to judges. 

The competition is split into two 
phases. The first is a remote phase, 
in which quarterly decisions are 
made from home campuses, and 
the second is an on-site phase, in 
which all competitors travel and 
meet in Anaheim to present in front 
of a panel of judges, Lohman said. 
To close the competition, an awards 
banquet will be held on April 20 to 
honor the winners. 

Students take course CBA 495 to 
participate in the competition. For- 
eign students can also participate 
ona voluntary basis but will receive 
no course credit. 

Preparation for the competition 
started in January and will run until 
late April, according to Lohman. 

Students will spend six to 20 
hours a week working on the com- 
petition, Lohman said. 

“It’s extremely time-consuming,” 
Solt said. “They tell me it’s the hard- 
est class they have taken on campus.” 

According to Lohman, the com- 
petition is a difficult one, but the 
experience is a priceless asset for 
business students to take into the 
real world. 
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Unit cap increase is a slight reward for students

Yes, that is a whopping one unit 
increase from this semester’s 13-unit 
cap. However, on the second round 
of registration, students will still 
be able to register for up to 18 
units.

units a pop. The four-unit classes 
often fill up fast because they are in 
high demand, and it is tough to fit 
these classes in with the list of other 
classes students need to register for 
before the cap cuts them off. 

As tiny as the increase may 
be, it is a small step in the right 
direction. At least the school is not 
lowering the unit cap. 

Also, we all must realize that this 
is the reality we live in. When the 
state funding level to the Cal State 
University is at 1961 levels, things 
like unit caps are going to exist. 

However, with people like Gov. 
Jerry Brown pushing for Califor- 
nia public universities to graduate 
students faster, they don’t seem 
to acknowledge the difficulty ac- 
companied with this when class 


registration is restricted. Most of us would like to get out of here 
sooner rather than later, especially as we burn through our money on 


tuition alone. 


Timely graduation is difficult to achieve when we have trouble 
registering for the classes we are required to complete but cannot 


take because we have reached our limit on units. 
We will always be supportive of any unit cap increase; however, 
students cannot really be satisfied until the cap is done away with 


altogether. 


Nonetheless, we should still rejoice in this little victory. An 
increase of one unit is better than no increase at all. 


“Vl raise my Unit Cap to that!” 


Most students are still living in a post-high from the passage 
of Proposition 30, which kind of led us to believe that all our 
problems, including unit caps, would magically disappear. How- 


ever, all Prop. 30 really did was keep us from being in an even 


worse position than we are in now — and we should be grateful 
for that, at least. 


Campus publications are different and not in competition 


It has never made sense to me how the Daily 
49er, DIG Magazine and the Union Weekly can 
be seen as competitive with each other when they 
all have different content. 

Sometimes, the fact that the students view 
them as competing publications creates confusion 
as to why they should read them.

The least you can do is 
know who they are and what 
they plan to do. 

DIG Magazine is like the 
magazine NYLON, as it fo- 
cuses on music, art and fashion. DIG is focused on 
creating fun features about events and people who 
influence the CSULB community. The stories aim 
to not only be relevant to students but also present 
new paradigms to create refreshing material. 

Being the only publication that is entirely in 
color, DIG’s layouts are attractive to the reader’s 
eye, while the diversity of the articles allows the 
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magazine to cater to different interests, such as 
music, food, art and fashion. 

Some students argue that the magazine doesn’t 
have enough contribution from non-journalism ma- 
jors, but if there is any truth to this, it is simply due 
to the lack of contribution from other departments, 
not an exclusion of any sort.

The group was given its first location through email 
about a day before the event. The first restaurant and

The group then moved on to Congregation Ale 
House, a church-themed bar and grill that was in- 
spired by the breweries location in Trappist monas- 
tery in France. Rather than religion, Congregation 
worships beer, and their extensive beer list made it 
easy to find something that went well with the flat- 
bread pizza and rib-eye burger they served. 


The final stop on the tour was George’s Greek Cafe. 
Many people in the group were full at this point, but it 
was hard to pass up the gyro meat and pita bread that 
were served. 

In the end, Long Beach’s first Dishcrawl was a suc- 
cess. It is a fun experience to meet new people while 
trying new things. However, it is unfortunate that the 
participating restaurants were somewhat well-known 
in the area. George’s Greek Cafe, Congregation Ale 
House and Beachwood BBQ all have other locations 
outside Long Beach.

TOURNAMENT TIME 


Long Beach State will try to win a second straight Big West tournament this weekend.

It all comes down to three games. 

With the Big West assuredly a one- 
bid conference for this year’s NCAA 
men’s basketball tournament, the next 
three days will provide a winner-take- 
all battle at the Honda Center. 

As the No. | seed in the conference 
tournament, the ‘Niners have earned 
the luxury of playing the lowest re- 
maining seed in each round. 

The Beach (18-12, 14-4 Big West) 
will play its opening round contest 
against eighth-seeded Cal State Fuller- 
ton (14-17, 6-12) on Thursday at 6 p.m. 

The Titans are led by Kwame 
Vaughn and D.J. Seeley, who average 
18.4 and 17.9 points per game, good 
for second and third in the Big West, 
respectively. Fullerton is 18th in the 
country in scoring, averaging 76.9 
points a night. 

The ‘Niners counter with Big West 
Player of the Year James Ennis, who is 
riding a 35-game double digit scoring 
streak. 

The senior guard put up 17 points, 
6.9 rebounds, 1.8 steals and 1.4 blocks 
a game during the regular season, fin- 
ishing fifth, eighth, third and fourth in 
the conference in the respective cat- 
egories. He is the third 49er in a row 
to earn the honor, as Casper Ware was 
named Player of the Year each of the 
last two seasons. 

Mike Caffey, who has seen his pro- 
duction grow throughout the season, 
said his role is to help his team win, no 
matter what the situation asks of him. 

“IT see what the defense gives me 
most of the time,” Caffey said. “If I’ve

got to score, then I’ve got to score. If 
I’ve got to distribute more, then I see 
my guys. It’s basically in the moment 
when I see how the game is.” 

The sophomore point guard aver- 
ages 12.3 points and a team-high 3.8 
assists per game and was named first 


team All-Big West along with Ennis. 
Juniors Keala King and Tony Free- 
land were named honorable mentions. 
Dan Monson, who was named Big 
West Coach of the Year on Monday for the 
third straight season, said his team must 
continue to grow, beginning in practice. 


“What concerns me about this team is 
consistency,” he said. “It’s about chang- 
ing, instead of doing what they want to 
do to doing what they need to do. It’s just 
discouraging that it’s March and we're 
still trying to sort through some of that.” 

In order for the team to win the Big 
West tournament and compete at the 
highest level, Monson said it will have 
to put together 40 minutes of sustained 
effort three nights in a row. 

“You can’t go to the NCAA tourna- 
ment on 10 minutes,” he said. ““You’ve 
got 120.” 

Of the 49ers’ five starters, only En- 
nis and Caffey have had-Big West tour- 
nament experience. 

Dan Jennings, who started his col- 
legiate career at West Virginia, was 
with the Mountaineers during the 2010 
Big East tournament. He hasn’t played 
any postseason basketball in the three 
years since though. 

Freeland also has Big East tournament 
experience, as he played in the tourna- 
ment with DePaul in 2010 and 2011. 

King, who played at Arizona State 
before his transfer to The Beach, played 
in the Pac-10 tournament in 2011. 

LBSU swept the regular season se- 
ries with Fullerton, defeating the Ti- 
tans 81-71 on the road and 85-65 at the 
Pyramid. 

Thursday’s tilt will be televised on 
Fox Prime Ticket but will be delayed 
until the conclusion of the matchup be- 
tween fourth-seeded UC Irvine (18-14) 
and fifth-seeded Hawaii (17-13), which 
is scheduled for 8:30 p.m. 

All of the other Big West tourna- 
ment games will be televised as well. 
Each quarterfinal game will be broad- 
cast on Fox Prime Ticket, and each 
semifinal will be televised by ESPN3 
and ESPNU. The Big West finals will 
be on ESPN2. 


Favored LBSU team isn’t a lock to win Big West tournament

The 49ers are the defending Big 
West Conference champions, this 
year’s regular-season champions, and 
they hold the top seed in the confer- 
ence tournament. 

They also have the Big West Player 
of the Year on their team, which is led 
by the Big West Coach of the Year. 
Based on that, the ‘Niners should be 
heavy favorites to go undefeated at the 
Honda Center this weekend and move 
on to the NCAA tournament. 

But they aren’t. 

While the Long Beach State men’s 
basketball team may indeed be the 
favorite to repeat as champion, the 
tournament is wide open. Teams like 
Pacific, Cal Poly, Hawaii and UC 
Irvine are all capable of a tournament- 
winning run. 

The first round doesn’t present 
a huge problem for the 49ers, as 
eighth-seeded Cal State Fullerton 
has underperformed all year. The 
second round could be a different 
story, though. 


Provided that Pacific and Cal Poly 
don’t get upset in the opening round, 
the 49ers will play the winner of the 
UCI-Hawaii game as long as they 
get past the Titans tonight. Both the 
Anteaters and Rainbow Warriors have 
beaten The Beach on the road, and 
Hawaii nearly won at the Pyramid. 

If the ‘Niners play the high-quality 
basketball they’re capable of and move 
on to the finals, their least desirable 
opponent would be Pacific. The Tigers 
ran away from The Beach over the 
weekend and won 71-51 to lock up the 
second seed. 

The Tigers also have an emotional 
advantage, as Pacific head coach 
Bob Thomason will retire at the end 
of the season following a 25-year 
career with the Tigers. It’s commonly 
accepted that a team becomes more 
dangerous when it has something to 
play for beyond the result of the game 
itself. ; 

The Big West tournament may be 
filled with more obstacles this year 
than it was last year, but the 49ers are 
still very capable of navigating them 
and coming out on top. The nearby 
Honda Center is a good place to play 
for The Beach, as it has only lost one 
conference game in Southern Califor- 
nia this year.

The 49ers also have a roster that is 
by far and away the most talented in 
the Big West. Talent-wise, the starting 
five of Janies Ennis, Mike Caffey, 
Tony Freeland, Keala King and Dan 
Jennings rivals that of a Pac-12 school. 
It’s because of that talent that the ‘Nin- 
ers are going into the postseason as the 
top seed. 

In order for LBSU to advance 


further though, it won’t be able to rely 
on talent. Team chemistry played an 
important role in last year’s NCAA 
tournament run, and it will need to 
again if the big dance is in the 49ers’ 
future this year. 

The 49ers should win this tourna- 
ment. That’s certainly the expectation. 

Whether or not that happens will be
